Why Working Men do not Attond 
Church, 


| _ 
(Prom the Glasgow Herald.) 

Among the singular conferences which 
have beon held for some time past perhaps 
the most singular ia that between clergy 
men and workmen, to discuss in a frienc 
way the objections that the latter have 
the Church, and the reasons that induce 
them to stay away. The first of these par- 
liatents was held in Leeds, and another 
took pince in the Metropolis. It would 
appear that there ia & great amount of in- 
difference and opposition to the Churches 
of all denominations amongat the indus. 
trious classes in the large towns of England 
—that the working men look upon church- 
goers as n cluss apart with whom they have 
few sympathies, We have, comparatively 
spoaking, little of this in Scotland, where 
the semi-democratic form of Church Goy- 
eroment bas spruog from, and has been 
warmly cherished by the common people, 
and where, in Consequence, working men 
form the large proportion of almost every 
congregation, “In England the Established 
Church has made little progress with the 
most intelligent of the operatives —those 
who are active members of trades’ unions 
and zealous Reformers, and who, with all 
their faults, must be set down as the elite 
of theirclass. Non Conforming Churches, 
like the Independents, draw their main 
support from the lower middle class, while 
the Methodists sink deeper ihto the social 
crust, and have struck a vein of sympathy 
in the lowest strata of all. Between the 
lower middle and the lowest class we have 
in England a large body of our best uarti- 
zans, intelligent men, political students, 
persons who cau discuss the rights and 
wrongs of society with considerable acu 
men, who Are either strongly opposed to or 
apathetic regarding religion. The West- 
minster Review stated two or three 


years ago, that Secular or anti theological 
by 


literature was read most extensively 
English workmen, many of whom had lost 
all belief in Christianity. 

We can scarcély wonder that English 
clergymen should deplore this and show 
some anxiety to remedy it. It seems to 
have struck them that the first thing was 
to héar the objections which the working 
men had to urge against the churches ; anc 
at the conferences at Leeds and London, 
these objections have been stated with the 
utmost frankness. They are mostly of a 
practical character —that is, they relate to 
the conduct of clergymen, to the distinc- 
tion between rich and poorin the church, 
and other questions of a similar nuture; 
there were few speculative objections urg 
ed against the doctrincs of religion. One 
Working man denied that his fellow-work- 
men were “intidels dnd atheists,” but con- 
tended that they believed in * pure Cliris- 
tianity,” and would go where they could 
get it. Another working man stated that 
they bad heard something of science, and 
might be excused if they were not able to 
reconcile the teachings of Professor Hux- 
ley with those of the Rev. Newman Hall. 
A philosophic engineer too, thought that 
religion had nothing to do with forms and 
ceremonies. His experience was that pro 
fessions of religious belief and conversion 
only made men’s faces a little longer, but 
did not change their character, These, 
howeyer, were exceptional objections, It 
seems to be the general belief of the opera- 
tive speakers that religion and church-go 
ing were the luxuries of the masters; that 
clergymen in all disputes between capital 
and labour always decided against them ; 
and that churches, in fact, were all very 
well for the well to do, but could only be 
supported by working men who had lost 
their independence of spirit, The two 
grea; leaders —Potter and Beales —deplored 
the indifference towards religion which 
prevailed amongst their constituents, anil 
the latter was magnanimous evough to say 
that he would make ten thousand more 
sacrifices than he liad made—that he would 
give ten thousand lives it he had them to 
make the working classes perfect Christians, 
If this result should come, we submit that 
the first sacrifice Mr. Beales would have to 
make would be bis position ns leader und 
political demigod of the working men. 

It was admitted by some of the cle 
men present that one or two of the objec 
tions were not without weight, The Rey, 
Dr. Miller, of Greenwich, denounced the 
sule of livings, but contended that clergy 
men deserved to loge their influence if they 
became political partizans, Dean Stanley 
offered to inake any reasonable alterations 
in the services at Westminster Abbey which 
would proye attractive, The objections 
urged must have Jeft the impression that 
the English working men are as Democrat 
ic in their ideas of religious as of pelitical 
institutions, Itis quite true that im the 
highest sense the Church ought to be 
Democratic, and it really is so to all pure 
minded worshippers. It ought to level all 
distinctions between the low bora and the 
high born, between workmen and capital 
ists, who can only appear as trae worship- 
pers when they appear as erring human 
beings, seeking ‘the consolations of relig: 
ion, which are for all without respect t 
persona, Whatever hinders this must 
tard the work of the Church; but it will 
not remedy any evil of this kind to ut 
tompt a reform like that indicated by the 
London working men, and whigh seems 
to consiat simply in making the Church 
of the working classos Tories have 
souls to be saved ne well ds Advanced 
Liberals, capitalists as well na opt ative, 
peers as Well as ponsants, ‘The clergyman 
who does his work faithfully and earnestly 
koows no distinctions among his flock 
where religion 14 ¢ mod. It seems to 
us, however, that English workmen are 
raising the distinction themselves when 
thoy sulkily refuse to attend religious ser 
vices because they will mingle with the 
Upper and middle classes,

A Ritualist Church in 1867, 


You, enter one of the churches in which 
this high ritual is performed. At the end 
of.the chancel, on an elevation ascended 
by several steps, you see the commupion- 
table, placed altar-wise, and which is coy- 
ered ut different seasons, by a succession of 
differently colored and richly ornamented 
clothes. Over the altar, and all but resting 
upon it, you see & cross of some feet in 
heigntu, thrown into strong relief, so to be 
the most conspicuous object from nearly 
every part of the church, On the surface 
of the altar is the ‘clean linen cloth” pre- 
scribed by law; but with it you see a pro- 
fuse display of flowers, with a number of 


strange ornamental cloths covering the 
vessels used in the service, On either side 


of the altar is. a large candlestick, with 
candle in proportion’ to it. Before the 
priests enter to begin their part of the per- 
formance, & nan—whose presence crossing 
the empty chancel reminds you of a stage 
servant, excepting that no stage servant 
ever appeared in such livery—proceeds to 
light the two candles, though at is still 
noon-day. Near the two candles thus put 
into requisition, are two much larger with 
branches exhibiting some score or two of 
candles, ali of which are lighted on spe- 
cial occasions, When the procession of 
priests and acolytes enters, the initiated of 
the conuregation bow in token of rever- 
ence. The offigial persons then bend in 
silence towards the altar. The priests are 
clothed in a surplice, over which is a cope 
—n cloak fastened on the chest, open in 
the front and descending to the feet. These 
copes are generally of some bright color, 
often brilliant with gold and other orna- 
ments. On the back of the celebrant—the 
priest who administers, and who takes the 
centre place before the altar—a large cross 
may-be seen. The other priests assist in 
the service, and read the Gosple or Epistle 
for the day from lecterns placed on either 
side of the altar. Before the services de 
volving respectively on these persons are 
performed, the acolytes flame the incense 
in their thuribles, and cast the ballowing 
odor over the celebrants, and over the sa 
cred books; one of their number advancing 
presently to the gate at the entrance of the 
chancel, from which he sends forth the 
grateful frayrance right and left towards 
the people, dispensing to them sancity and 
benediction, In the offering of prayer, the 
faces of the clergy are always towards the 
altar, their backs toward the people. All 
the other parts of the service become 
| scarcely intelligible to a stranger from their 
being so strongly, and often badly entoned, 
When the moment arrives in which the 
elements are concentrated, priest and peo- 
ple all kneel in Jong silence. Incense fills 
the place. Subdued and tender music is 
designed to hush the soul into deepest 
worship, #8 the bread becomes traly the 
body, and as the wine truly the blood, of 
the Incarnate Oue, and both elements are 
made to include, not only the flesh and the 
blood of tle Saviour of the world, but the 
soul, the divinity. No marvel after this it 
the priestly pretensions of these men are 
found to be almost unlimited.—Byitish 
Quarterly Review.

The government of the island is vested in 
two bodies. The upper house is called the 
Council, and consists of the two deenjsters 
or judges, the clerk of the rolls, the attor- 
ney-general, the vicar general, the water 
bailiff, and the bishop and archdeacon of 
the diocese. This council 1s presided oyer 
by the Lieut,-Governor of the island. The 
lower house is quaintly designated the 
House of Keys. This body isso ancient 
that itis now impossible to assign a date 
to its origin.

Its most curious 
feature is the fact that it has been,until the 
Jast year, a close corporation, filling all va- 
cancies by a yote of the house. This an- 
omalous government, existing under the 
British Crown, and within six hours sail 
of Liverpool, hud of late years become very 
distasteful to the islenders, and repéated 
efforts had been mude by local refurmers to 
bring abouta change. These, however,

Mistory of Movement 
Agulnast Chester, 


(Prom the London Timés, Feb, 15,) 

The following js a summary of the in- 
formation now in the hands ot Mr. Fen 
wick, the chief constable of Chester, the 
doubtful points of which appear to have 
been in a great measure confirmed by the 
experience of the last twodaysa: 

The Fenians have recently organized in 
New York a band of fifty, whose special 
mmission is to proceed to England and [re 
land and endeavor to resuscitate the dying 
brotherhood, These men are understood 
to have urrived in England. Fifteen of 
them are stationed in the metropolis (Lon- 
don) and there form a directory. Eight of 
them are ex-oflicers of the American army. 
There are also similar directories at Liver, 
pool, at Manchester, and Leeds, at Glas- 
gow, und at Birmingham. r some time 
pust these directories have been making 
arrangements to concentrate their forces 
upon some place which was to have been 
named on Fridaylast. This was not done, 
but'a meeting was called for Sunday at 
Liverpool, nud it was then resolved to at- 
tack Chester Castle the following day, 
se'z» the @ms deposited there, cut the 
telegraph wires, tear up the rails and make 
good their escape by rail to Holyhead, and 
trust to fortune to get across to Ireland.— 
What arrangements were to be made for 
their reception in Ireland has not trans- 


pired. It was also understood that they 
would attack thesbanks and jewellers’ 
shops. It was also given out fr 


meeting why Chester Castle was 

Up to midnight on Sunday, Chester was 
not protected by more than hulf a dozen 
soldiers on guard at the castle and tw 
4S many unarmed policemen in the city. 
Under their protection were no less thao 
9,000 stand of arms, (a few weeks ago 
there were 80,000, but the bulk have been 
removed for conversion into breech-loaders) 
4,000 swords and 900,000 rounds of ummu- 
nition, in addition to powder in bulk.— 
‘There were also stored in another part of 
the castle 900 stand of arms belonging to 
the yoluntecrs, It was stated that the 
whole force stationed at the castle was one 
company of the Fifty-fourth regiment, and 
that they were disaffected. It was stated 
in proof of this that they had admitted 
Fenian officers, shown them through the 
barracks, the armory, and, in fact, permit- 
ted them to acquaint themselves thorough- 
ly with the place. 

The first intimation received in Chester 
of the intended raid was ut halfpast 
twelve, a.m., on Monday, by Mr. Fenwick, 
from Mr. Superintendent Ryde and Detec- 
tive Inspector Carlisle, of Liverpool, snd 
was to the effect that an ex-officer of the 
American army, who produced his commis 
sion as an Officer in the Fenian service, liad 
revealed the whole plot to them. Prompt 
measures were taken, and the commandant 
telegraphed to ‘the Assistant Adjutant 
General at Manchester for a reinforcement. 
They next_went to the station and gaye in- 
structions for the trains to be watched as 
they arrived. . 
At halfpast two a batch of thirty fe 
lows arrived from Liverpool, and were evi- 
dently under the command of an officer.— 
They marched up and down the platform 
by twos and threes, and at length took 
possession of the first-class refreshment 
room. They were soon followed by fur- 
ther detachments of from thirty to sixty, 
from Liverpool, and some from Manches- 
ter, allof similar appearance. Tiiese dis- 
persed quietly into the town. The volun- 
teers were; thereupon sworn in us special 
constables. And by the essistance of the 
police at Liyerpool and Mancliester tle 
Chester police were kept apprised of the 
different departures of suspected bodics of 
men, 

At three o'clock it was ascertained that 
over five hundred of these men had arrived, 
About the same time it was ascertained 
that a number of their officers had been in 
Chester over night. Early in the afternoon 
the strangers became much bolder, and as- 
sembled in threatening Bodies. Fortunate- 
ly at this time a company of the Fifty- 

urth regiment ettivede from Manchester, 
police are strongly inclined to

Spies and scouts had been sent out 
among the Fenians carly in the day, but 
found them extremely reticent and could 
get no clue from them, At six, p, m., 
these scouts brought information that the 
mén wore forming in column on the Liyer- 
pool and other principal roads. 

At mght Mr, Johnson, the mayor, con- 
vened public meeting, which was most 
earnest, ant over five hundred citizens 
were sworn in as special constables, and 
paraded the town in large bodies during 
the might. The Litt magistrates, the 
Mayor, Mr. Maysmor Williams, Majo 
French, Mr, BE. CG, Walker, Mr. A. Potts, 
rost, Mr, R. Frost, Mr. Rogers and 
others, Were in constant attendance for the 
purpose of swearing in special constables, 
und for advising on the action to be taken, 
It was deemed desirable to call our the 
yeomanry, and for that purpose the per- 
miasion bf Lord Grosvenor wnd Lord de 
Valley was telegraphed for, Lord Gros. 
venor replied thut he would come down 
by the night mail, and, accordingly, he 
and Lord Richard Grosvenor arrived at 
Chester at 12:48 on Tuesday morning, and 
remained with the magiserates through the 
night. Bo ore leaving London Lerd Gros 
yonor communicated with the commander: 
in-chief, who at once telegraphed that he 
had ordered a battalion of Guarda by 
special train to Chester. 

During the night the Fenians evidently 
camo to the conclusion thet tho prepara 
tions were too much for thom, and as the 
night advanced parties of tens and twen 
ties Were seen leaving on foot for Warring 
ton and other neighboring towns. 

Although all danger ot any serious at 
tompt had died away aftor the town's

Summer, 


Tn a letter addressed by M. Leverrier to 
Sir John Herschel, nnd published by the 
Moniteur, the French astronomer states his 
views concerning the swarms of falling stars 
that will visit us on or about the 10th of

We have some further details of the re 
cent outbreak in Kerry, which fully contirm 
our previous opinion, stamping the affair 
as one of the inost centemptible attempts 
at revolution on record.’

Letter from Madoc. 


Mapoo, March, 6th, 1867. 
The rush to the gold diggings has com 
menced in rightearnest. Yesterday over 
eighty strangers arrived here, and a glance 
at the hotel registers showed that while the 
largest proportion of them come from dif 
ferent parts of the Province, many huve 
come from Chicago, Detroit, Rochester, 
Buffulo, New York and other cities of the 
United States. The class coming into the 
country now iscomposed chiefly of specula- 
tors and miners, the former to buy up lands 
and claims, the latter to see it there be any 
truth in the wonderful stories which have 
been reportéd about this golden country. 
They scatter themselves xbroad through the 
Townships, and their stay generally aver- 
ages about a week. With but tow excep- 
tions the miners give a favorable report of 
their explorations and unnounce their in- 
tention of returning when the spring has 
fairly opened. 
The hotels as may be imagined are filled 
to overflowing, and fortunate may those 
who arrive late in the day consider them- 
selves if they get a “shake down” on the 
floor of the sitting rooms. Indeed the hotels 
have been so crowded that-many private 
families have been obliged to throw open 
tneir houses to furnish temporary accommo- 
dation to the travellers. 
_ The most exciting piece of news respect- 
ing gold is the discovery of the precious 
metal on the farm of Mr. J. McCance, of 
which you have already heen wppsieecte"TNi8 
lot S00 the Sey conceds0n, 18 On the Hast- 
Ings Road about a mile north of the village 
of Bannockburn.

The speculator ridicules 
the pretentions of the lumberer, and abuse 
the Commissioner of Crown Lands for 
taking their case into consideration; and 
the Commissioner replies by exempting all 


the timber on the land for the space of 
tliree yeass, in order that the lumberer may 
be enubled to take it off; whicl, upon a 
superficial yicw seems not only un- 
fair, but- unjast. Upon reflection, how- 
ever, it will not bearso bad a construction. 
It must be remembered that the present 
Conmmiszioner of Crown Lands is not re- 
sponsible for the timber limits system, it 
was in full yogue when he accepted office, 
consequently he has to cleal with the ques- 
tion as it exists, und not ruin interests 
which have grown up under it, and been 
guaranteed by his predecessors, We know 
the answer to this is that the system is bad 
and should not be continued, When it 
was inatiurated under the Hon. Francis 
Hinck’s administration, Tae INTELLIGEN- 
Cen opposed it strenuously, us leading to a 
system of monopoly which would prove 
destructive to our best interests, by allow- 
ing large capitalists to cut anc export,until 
the forest would be denuded and the coun- 
try left without a valuable source of wealth. 
But these objections were overruled and 
lumberers have invested lurge fortunes in 
the enterprize, upon the faith of the Goy- 
ernment continuing to them their limits. 
Tt is this difficulty thathas to be overcome, 
and therefore we do not’ feel inclined to 


enter the arena and condemn the Commi 
sioner int» «ye and manner thatmany 


«e-ourcotemporaries haye done. Though 
we are not prepared to justify the whole 
course that he has pursued in first selling 
indiscriminately, then reserving the timber 
upon lands sold, and lastly the withdraw-

in this Canada of ours, and he who would 
grumble and croak under the influence of 


such a bracing atmosphere and such balmy 


breezes as we enjoyed, is neither brute nor 
human,buta ghoul, If there were anything 
tu make one gramble it was the intolerable 


nuisance of toll-gates, which met us evei 
five or ix nijles after we left the limits of 


the County of Hastings. It is strange that 


in this enlightened age, such a relic of old 
fogyism should exist.in any part of Canada, 
It might have answered very well in the 
old stage coach days, before the iron horse 
thundered along the valleys and through 
the hills and over the plains, when a large 
share of the revenue was obtained from 
foreign travel, but now when the chief bur- 
den of such taxation falls upon the resi- 
dents of the Municipalities, add when it 
entails such inconvenience to travellers and 
involves such an expense in keeping up toll- 
houses and proyiding tor their keepers, the 
policy of toll-gates seems very questionable. 
The experiment of free roads has been tried 
in the County of Hastings, and it has been 
found that the Roads can be kept up with 
less expense than under the old system, and 
that the principle of direct taxation is felt 
to be far less burdensome. » The expense of 
collecting the tolls goes along way in keep- 
ing the roads in repair, and then the oum- 
berless annoyances to which travellers are 
subject that are inseparable from toll-roads 
are avoided Let the Counties of North- 
umberland and Peterboro’ tr? the free road 
system for a year, and they wou'd no more 
go back to the old system than they would 
replace the iron horse by the atage-coach, 
or the spinning-jenny by the spinning 
wheel. 3

While chatting with a number of business 
men in a cozy room of the hotel, and after 
having had the satisfuction of placing upon 
my memorandam book the names of three 
of the gentlemen ns subscribers to the 
LLIGENCER, the conyersavion turned 
upon the horse race which was to come 
off the next day. It appeared that one 
of the gentlemen had in a 
friendly way pledged Colborne 10 raise 
$20 towarda the race, and that he 
lacked about one-third of the amount. 
Being personally responsible for the bal 
ance, it was very natural that be should 
make every possible effort to raise it.

‘The time is near when the exclamation 
sabore written will) yesoond «through the 
lund, and make the welkin ring in a thou- 
sand settlements, ‘Maple sugar-making us- 
el to be looked upon asa kind of pastime, 
though in truth it involved no small 
amount of hard work, -Tt was felt to be the 
harbinger of spring, the first job of the sea- 
son,and its luscious results gave it pleasing 
associations, Now itis falling very much 
into disuse, partly from the wholesale des- 
traction of our forests, partly from the un- 
skillful manner in which the sugar bushes 
have been managed, and partly, perliaps, 
because the clamay appliances too often us- 
ed make the work ‘rather uninviting, for 
somehow people do not pitch into rough 
work so bravely now as they used to do in 
other days. " 

We have, not taken up the pen to write a 
treatise on maple sugur-miaking. Just now 
we have ele, to drop two or three sug- 
gestions, be first is as to preserving the 
Sugar bush. Let noone who has one grudge 
ibthe space it occupies.on the farmy, or be 
tempted to convert it into cordWword. 
Woodman ! spare those trees, Cut nota 
single one down. ‘Next, we would drop'a 
cautionary hint as to gashing and hacking 
the trees. A sugar bush will not last long 
on the old barbarous method (of tapping. 
A gash four or six inches in length will 
toon girdle and kill a large tree.. Nor is 
there the slightest need for this, An auger- 
hole from half to seven eighths ofan inch 
in size is.as_gooxl an outlet for sap as a big 
ugly gash. Plog up the auger-hole when 
the sap has done flowing, and it will soon 
be grown over and the Wound healed. A 
third suggestion is us to the use of labour- 
saving methods of sugar-making. It is 
well to substitute lightypailé of wood or tin 
for the heayytroughs. Let the sugar-bush 
be underbrushed and cleaned up so that a 
horse or Ox-team can get round it to gath- 
erthe sap. Sheet-iron pans are cheaper, 
? lighter, aod betrerthan the clumsy, old 
fashioned, sugar-kettleafor boiling the sap. 
These improvements not only save labours 
but enable the maker.to produce n much 
better quality of sugar.

Will produce the most value in milk, butter 
and cliese, on « given amount of feed {’ I 
will give you my experience for what it is 
worth. I have tried nearly all the various 
breeds, Alderneys, Ayrshires, Short Horns, 
Madagascars, and natives, and 1 became 
atlefled, some six years ogo, that Alder. 
heys! gave the richest milk and produced 
the Lest butter, but thought thorough-breds’ 
too delicate in constitution for the general, 
tise of farmers. I then commenced crossing 

the Alderneys with all these breeds, and 
walter careful/consideration.1 am convinced 
that Alderneys crossed with Ayrshires pro: 
Once the hest and most desirable cow to be 
hadifor all purposes, ‘Tlie Ayrshires are of 
Mood size, extremely hardy, and good milk- 
ert, but the quality of milk {a no better 
than the Deyons, natives, ote.; but crossed 
with the Aldereys you got a hardy ammal 
with the rich milking qualities ot the Al. 
derney. You increase tlie size over the 
thorough-bred Alderney.

Tama police superintendent in a large 
jron making town in England,and for about | 
twenty years have had the care of a pops | 
lous colliery district. | The peculiar ayo 
cations of the people supply ample disguise | 
for criminals in hiding. Who would look | 
for m runaway clerk in the black lace wud | 
coal stained garments of a collier, or in the | 
gulse of a laborer in theiron shed? It may 
be assumed, therefore, that many a strange | 
incident has come under my notice in the | 
course of so long a service. 

One in particular L remember well, as 
very practically illustrating © remark mude 
in the London Zimes on the conviction of 
Muller, that crimes of a conspicuous charac 
ter aro generally committed by that class 
that is least suspected: 

T was called’one evening to quell a dis 
turbance between several Colliers and 4 par- 
ty of Irishmen, Tho colliers, it appears, 
were maddened with drink, had assailed 
the Intter,driving them into # dwelling,and 
would there speedily have killed one or 
more, but for the opportune arrival of the 
po! 

The night afterwards I received x note 
from the railway authorities that a coul 
train had been thrown off the line by some 
miscreant or other who had placed sleepers 
along the rails, Knowing that: collicrs 
working at a distance invariably returned 
by these trains, atid remenibering the strug- 
gle of the night before, I at onve concluded 
this to be sn attempt at Irish vengeance, 
and pursue‘ my investigation accordingly, 
A few nights after another coal train was 
thrown off the rails, asin the former caze, 
however, without harm to the men; but 
this second attempt spurred me on, so that 
certain suspected persons’ were speedily in 
custody. Bot Isoon found that these were 
not “my men.” It is useless for ine to ex- 
pifite on the uoerring signs by which inno 
cence invariably asserts itself, The Irish 
men were violent’ men in their cups, but 
most certainly incapable of the atrocious 
act of which they were accused, 

Scarcely had a week passed when the 
whole neighborhood was thrilled with hor 
ror. At a distance of twelve miles from the 
towa where I live, there was suother town 
and to which our tradesmen resorted in 
nhumber#every Wednestlay to market. In 
the evening, as Usual, the last train bore its 
numerous passengers to their home. It was 
in the summer time, and merrily they dash- 
ed along the bank of a mountain river, and 
winding in amongst thé hilts, 

Butsoon the picture was changed. Whea 
turning acurve st full speed, the engine 
left the rails, and cutting deeply into the 
embankment, rolled‘ on its side, fortunately 
having continued just 4 sufficient time in 
progress to break the shock of the car- 
Tisges. 

‘Phere was an awfal cry of lamentation,a 
wild medly, a liurried scene; men and wo 
men seeking to clamberthrough the open- 
ing above the locked doors, too intent ou 
personal safety to think of anything else. 
Most were bruised,and all were pretty mucli 
frightened, 

While messengers were despatched to the 
nearest station, others searched alony the 
route for the cause of the mishap. It was 
soon found, The scene of the accident was 
a curve. and the reil nearest the river bad 
been forcibly removed. The miscreant, for 
it was soon seen that a yillain’s hand had 
been there,had fortunately been ignorantof 
mechanics, 

Tt appears he bad taken up the rail by 
the ravine—for [have omitted to mention 
that there was a steep precipice at this 
point—and naturally thought that the train 
With its load of human life would have 
tumbled over, The rail next to the river 
was the “safe” one, and so the engine sim- 
ply ploughed along towards the scarp of 
the mountain. 

When the details of the lucky escape had 
reached me, I felt that my reputation was 
at stake, This was evidently aumber three

Facis for Farming, - 


There aro some things in tarming th 
are established namel. a a 
That manure must ie applied, not only 
to get up land, but to keep it up. That 
wet soil must be drained, either by ditch- 
ing or otherwise. That sutsoiling is good, 
‘That grain skould be sown earlier than it 
generally is; that if should be harvested 
earlier than it is done; that grass should 
be cut while in blossom; and never when 
mpe, unless tor seed. ‘That our soll ia not 
sufficiently worked, especially in hoed 
cropa; that stirring the soil and keeping it 
well pulverised, is a partial guard against 
drouth, That the most advantageous grain 
for horses is the oat; that it improves fod- 
der to cook or steamit, That warm shel: 
ter in wibter saves fodder, and benefits 
stock. That the best blood ia the moat 
rofitable, That there is much advantage 
n selecting the best seed, the earliest 
matured and the plimpest. That in-and- 
in breeding 18 not good in close and» con- 
secutive relationship, bur must be carried 
on by foreign infusion of the same blood.
